Adrian is home to one licensed AM station and 
three FMs, but RFL didn't feel that the music they presented was of sutficient interest to the people of 
the town. The Operator ol tlie .staimn is Rick Strawcutler. pastor at the Church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who does some live hidadLusling trom his church otfices. Most ol the day's programming 
comes from the Amcraan I iccJom Network RFI, uses a Bext PF250 transmitter to develop its output 
of 95 watts, leediiig tluit into a Lelvvue antenna. The signal blankets the town and is audible into the 
nearby couiUi^sidc, I'astor Sliawcutter apparently chose to run 95 watts as a kind of challange to the 
FCC - since Ihev will not consider a license for auvthing less than 100 watts In fact, when FCC 
representatives tried to "inspect" the station, they were unable to cite their "authority to inspect an 
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unlicensed station." said Strawcutter. who also disputes the "pirate" label for his station, saying, "(the 
term) pirate' infers you are doing something wrong." Needless to say, the FCC is continuing to 
investigate. We'll keep you up to date on this story. [Radio 'World, 08 Jan 97, pgs 7 & 13)

A few more things to consider that will help when doing your final mix: keep several work 
tapes on hand in the studio. The best way to do a linal mix is to have each taped elciiienl UN ITS 
OWN TAPE! Then you can cue all the tape-based elements belorc you start a tiiial mixdown. It you 
don't want to invest that much into tapes, at least use two or three and have a separate tape deck, not 
connected to the mixer, for cueing. Any cheap one will do. This eliminates having to bang mixer 
channels into and out of cue mode - and one very BIG cause of studio surprises . when you forget 
And in the heated atmosphere of final mixdown, it does happen. 

Notice that I've said nothing about building a show by pausing the recording deck between 
elements. Frankly, you might make a passable show but it will *never* sound truely professional 
because you need to acheive tlow from one element to the next, and there's just no way to do it when 
you have hard chops between elements. Even with airtight cueing, instead of tlow, it's more like a 
to effect. If you still want to produce that way, at least tiy some of the ideas here. I think you'll
